It was told the Coroner before the 
inquest that the missing man had l»een 
in the widow’s company ai the railroad 
Cation the day he left for a west­ 
ern state, and that they had been in 
conference until train time. 
Investigation by ihe authorities went 
ahead, hut their wish at the Coroner’s 
inquest w a ' that Heckman might go 
on the stand and give testimony as to 
what happened in the Keller home on 
the fatal night. 
Witt jesses said that Keller, the night 
before his death, had asked for a re­ 
volver that he might kill his wife, that 
a week before he died he had gone into 
his home for a cup of coffee and hail 
come oui of the house violently ill, ta k ­ 
ing to hi.*- bed shortly thereafter. 
The testimony of these witnesses 
could not he corroborated by reason of 
the absence of Heckman, a constant 
visitor at the home. On Tuesday Heck­ 
man came home and District A ttor­ 
ney Nicklas expressed the conviction 
that the mystery of 
Keller’s 
death 
would he cleared up. 
Coroner Mackley, whose jury having 
heard the report of Dr. J. C. Attix, of 
Philadelphia, that

Heckman .summoned to testify.

and Heckman may be asked to explain 
his attendance upon Mrs. Keller be­ 
toil her husband's death, and to de­ 
tail the circumstances of Keller’s di­ 
nes ' and death, iii so far as they came 
under his observation.
